February is often as oppressive ns that 
otAognst; roses con bo plucked every 
week in tho year; strawberries can bo had 
every week day and twice on Sunday, 
and there is always plenty of dtiat to 
Borve as a condiment. Thoro is no cci'- 
'ainty but the prntnsion of the beautiful 
and palatable things of nature is so gi'ea' 
that it would degenerate into a monotony 
and n satiety which would prove distress, 
iug to an inhabitant of o colder clime. 


In California one can never get out of 


sight of the mountains. Euilroads are 
built over, through and among them' 
while they are always visible to tho irave' 
ler who journoye along the coabtin ships' 
It is difficult to conceive of

than that by vessel from San Fiancisco 
southward. On such an excursion the 
tourist always stops at Santa Barbara, a 
place which was old before Jacesvillo had 
au existence. To persons for whom the 
oarly history of our country has en in- 
'orest, there- is a pleasing sensation in 
examining tho landmarks ot its civiliza- 
tion. Something more than o century 
ago the Franciscan Fathers of the CatLo- 
lio church in Mexico began to ex- 
tend 
their missions np 
tho 
coast; 


beginning 
at San Diego they num- 


bered twenty-three, anrl reached to a 
point above San Francisco. Tho mission 
at Santa Barbara will be one hundred 
years old neit December, and it is well- 
preserved. The Franciscan Fathers were 
of Spanish blood, and their labors were 
among the tribes of Indians, most of 
whom were converted to the Christian 
faith; and the CUHOUB visitor who betcok 
himself to that ancient place of worship 
on Easter Sunday, was not alone enter- 
tortained by the eermon and tho cere' 
emonies, but by tho novel appearance cf 
tho worshippers who were generally of 
Spanish or Indian descent.

sions were tho starting-point and tho 
center ot civilization on the western 
coast; ana the zeal, earnestness and sac- 
rifices of the early fathers are known 
only to those who havo studied the his- 
tory ot those enterprises.

which surprises the visitor, who supposes 
that ho is in a new country. The place is 
said to bo tho largest u. tho United 
States without a railroad, the nearest sta- 
tion being eighty-two milss away.

nearly all the business is done on a sin- 
gle street, which runs straight up from 
the wharf for a mile and a half. Low 
adobe buildings with tile roofs and the 
dark features of the descendants of the 
early inhabitants, ure constant reminders 
of a nearly forgotteu era. 


The t-ituation und the turoimdings of 


the city are a miracle of loveliness. The 
valley 
wht-rein it is set faces to the 


south and slopes gently down to the SOB. 
Hills and mountains bound it on thti other 
aide, except wbeie openings lead lo largo 
and rich valleys beyond.

tiirod. It is difficult to avoid mention- 
ing a couple of delightful hours spent in 
the nursery of Mr. Joseph Sexton.

his place are raised 300 kinds of roses 


j and 1,500 pampas plucce plants. Besides 
tho trees curiouily grown in tho country 
there are to be seen Australian hocoy 
trees, Australian oaks, Japanese loqnsfs, 
camphor and sassafras trees; (lowers and 
shrnbs from every tropical country, anvl 
everything else to bo found in a well- 
regulated 
nursery,—including 
eleven 


children. 


Among tho residents of Santa Barbara 


are Mr. Henry 0, Ford and wife, formerly 
of Chicago. Mr. Ford is an artist, and 
at the timo ot tho big fire, was presr 
dent of the Academy ot Design ot tha 
city. Ee camo to Santa Barbara eleven 
years ago, on account of ill-health, and 
he warmly pruises his adopted homo for 
its wonderful qualities.

voted much labor and study in making 
faithful sketches o[ tha Missions before 
referred to, of which ho has otohiugs 
made which he sells for J51SO per set. Ho 
is likewise a botanist, and he owns a 
small ranche twelve miles from the city, 
where he has a fine collection of trees, 
plants and llowors from every quarter ot 
tho known world.
